said up to 300 million bushels or 
possibly slightly more — but 
little if any rice — would go into 
the reserve under current 
conditions. There w ill be no 
open-ended 
reserve com m it­ 
ment, however, for fear other

States w ill soon discuss in­ 
ternational grain agreements 
with would have no incentive to 
carry their share of world 
reserves. 
Bergland said supports on the 
1977 corn crop, set by the Ford 
ad m in istratio n at 
$1.50 a 
bushel, would be raised to $1.75 
w ith s im ila r increases for 
sorghum, barley, oats and rye. 
No increase in the $2.25 a bushel 
wheat support w ill be made 
because of fears Canada would 
undersell American exporters. 
Soybean supports, previously 
set at $2.50 a bushel for 1977, 
were raised to $3.50. Bergland

In operating the reserve plan

If farmers repay the loans 
and sell the crops before 
market prices reach 140 per 
cent of support, they would be 
penalized by being required to 
return the storage payments 
with interest. When market 
prices reach the 140 per cent 
level, storage payments would 
cease but farmers would be 
free to sell the grain without 
repaying the storage money.

CO LUM BU S (UPI) - A pilot 
reward program to encourage 
citizens to give police informa­ 
tion on unsolved m urders, 
rape's and robberies was an­ 
nounced today by Gov. James 
Rhodes. 
"With this reward program, 
citizens who have feared to 
come forward in the past will 
now have an added incentive to 
do so," said Rhodes. Participa­ 
tion by local law enforcement 
agencies is optional 
The program, labeled “ Silent 
Tip Observer Program .” w ill 
begin immediately in Cuyahoga 
County, which over the past 
three years has had 200 un 
solved murders, 500 unsolved 
rapes and_20,000 unsolved 
robberies 
If “ STO P" is successful in 
Cuyahoga County, said Rhodes, 
it w ill be expanded statewide 
Judge Alvin I Krenzler, head 
of the Ohio Crim inal Justice 
Supervisory Commission, w ill 
coordinate the program and 
chair a committee of law en 
forcement officials who w ill 
determine the amount of the 
rewards to citizens to provide 
inform ation leading to the 
arrest and conviction of people 
in connection with the unsolved 
crimes. 
Krenzler said rewards could 
total $10,000 for information on 
a murder, $7,500 for informa­ 
tion on rape and narcotic of­ 
fenses and $5,000 for inform a­ 
tion on aggravated robberies. 
K re n zle r said the public 
would be informed of the un­ 
solved crimes through large 
newspaper advertisem ents, 
which 
ht' hoped 
newspaper 
publishers would donate.

Deliberations were to resume 
today in ¿he kidnaping, assault 
and extortion trial of Vietnam 
veteran Ashby Leach, who has 
vowed not to eat until the 
Chessie System extends GI 
Billo of Rights benefits to its 
Vietnam veteran employes. 
A Cuyahoga County .Common 
Pleas Court jury began delibe­ 
rating Monday afternoon and 
was sent home at the dinner 
hour without reaching a ver­ 
dict. 
Leach, 31, Huntington, W. 
Va., held 13 persons hostage at 
gunpoint when he took over 
Chessie System headquarters 
last Aug. 26. 
In his closing argum ent 
Monday morning, the former 
Chessie employe announced he 
was on a hunger strike. 
“ I have not taken a bite of 
food since last midnight,” he 
said. “And I am not going to eat 
again until that railroad honors 
the B ill of Rights for Vietnam 
veterans as they should have 
done years ago.” 
Speaking softly to the jury of 
seven women and five men, the 
former combat medic said: 
“ Regardless of your verdict I 
am dedicated to this task. Find 
me guilty of extortion. I am 
guilty of extortion. I took those 
13 people (hostage) for the sole 
purpose 
of 
making 
Chessie 
honor the GI Bill. 
“ Find me guilty of extortion 
but not guilty of any other 
charges, for I am not guilty of 
them.” 
The prosecution asked the 
jury to ignore Leach’s plea. 
“ His motivation is not to be 
considered,” said assistant 
prosecutor Robert Kickel. “ No 
man can take the law into his 
own hands.”

SARASOTA, Fla. (UPI) - A

company have joined in a trail- 
blazing effort to support medi­ 
cal research aimed at finding a 
way to help asbestos workers 
facing a “ ticking time bomb” of 
cancer. 
Dr. Irving Selikoff of the 
Mount Sinai School of Medicine 
in New York said there are an 
estimated one million asbestos 
workers in the United States 
today and history suggests one 
of every 15 will eventually die of 
a previously rare cancer called 
mesothelioma. 
“ Is this in e v ita b le ?,” he 
asked in a report released 
today at an American Cancer 
Society seminar. “ Must we look 
to 2,000 or more deaths each 
year of mesothelioma, well into 
the next century?’’ 
Mesothelioma is an invaria­ 
bly fatal cancer of the lining of 
the chest or abdomen. It is not 
the 
only 
cancer 
problem 
asbestos workers face. Many 
who smoke also w ill develop 
lung cancer. But because so 
little is known about mesotheli­ 
oma. the research project is 
aimed at that disease. 
It was started recently at 
Mount Sinai with $250,000 
grants each from the Asbestos 
Workers International Union 
and the Johns-Manville Corp., a 
m ajor 
m aker 
of asbestos 
products. 
Dr. E . Cuyler Hammond, a 
Cancer Society vice president, 
hailed the joint effort as a 


reversal ot an attitude ot 
hostility between 
labor and 
management which he said has 
hindered the effort to curb 
in dustrial disease in many 
industries 
“ Here for the first time we 
have a union and a company 
w orking 
cooperatively 
to 
reduce disease and save lives,” 
he said. 
Like other forms of cancer, 
doctors say it takes anywhere 
from 15 to 25 years or more for 
m esotheliom a 
to 
develop. 
Selikoff 
said 
inadequate 
precautions were taken in the 
use of asbestos between 1930 
and 
1970 and people who 
worked with it regularly during 
that time are in danger. 
“ It’s a mess,” said Selikoff 
But he added, “ We can’t sit by 
and do nothing” while these 
cancers develop. 


One of the objectives of the 
new research effort w ill be to 
see if some kind of preventive 
steps can be devised that w ill 
halt the cancer development 
Other work w ill be aimed at 
finding more effective ways to 
treat mesothelioma once it has 
flared up. 


Dr. James FH olland, chief of 
cancer m edicine at Mount 
Sinai, called the disease a 
“ ticking time bomb” and said 
the fact that major progress 
has been made in combating 
other forms of cancer raises 
hope that something can be 
done asbestos workers.

KINSHASA. Zaire (U PI) — 
Zaire has broken relations with 
Cuba, which the government of 
President Mobutu Sese Seko 
charges is providing troops to 
lead the invasion of its copper- 
mining Shaba province.

Law vs. Crime 


If a man walks into a police station and says he 
has committed a crime, the police can book him. 
If later, however, on the advice of his attorney, 
he refuses to repeat the confession, his earlier 
admission of guilt may not be introduced as 
evidence against him. 
This is thanks to the US.Supreme Court’s 1966 
Miranda ruling, which to many people carried 
the Sixth Amendment guarantee of the right to 
counsel in a criminal prosecution, as well as the 
definition of “ illegal evidence,” to an absurd 
extreme. 
Critics of Miranda lately thought they had a 
good case for having the court overturn or at 
feast modify the ruling. It was a particularly 
emotion-arousing case, involving the sexual 
molestation and murder of a 10-year-old girl on 
Christmas Eve in Iowa in 1968. The suspect, who 
was later convicted, had actually led police to 
the girl’s body. 
Unfortunately, in persuading him to do so, the 
police broke a promise made to his lawyer not to 
uestion him in the lawyer’s absence. Because of 
is, the Supreme Court, by a 5-4 vote, has 
thrown out the conviction and ordered a new 
trial, in which the way the girl’s body was found 
may not be mentioned. (Presumably, it will still 
be permissible to introduce evidence showing 
that there once was such a little girl and that she 
was once alive.) 
It would be impossible to add anything to the 
outrage which the court’s leading dissenter, 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, permitted 
himself to vent over the decision. It would also 
serve as little purpose as did his outburst. 
Supreme Court justices do not favor the 
murder of little girls. Obviously, in reaching 
their decision, the five justices were looking 
beyond the immediate case — to the protection of 
the rights of all criminal defendants. They can be 
credited with dedication to principle, and maybe 
even with courage. 
Yet in refusing to allow their judgment to be 


S 


swayed by the public reaction their decision 
would predictably arouse, they may in the long 
run have placed constitutional rights in greater 
jeopardy than if they had tossed Miranda out 
completely. 
Decisions like this are contributing to a 
growing feeling among Americans that the 
courts have got out of hand, that they are ac­ 
tually abetting crime, that the pendulum has 
swung too far in the direction of criminals’ 
rights. Eventually, there could be a reaction that 
would swing the pendulum back to the other 
extreme. 
At the least, it has served to convince many 
that the law is less interested in justice than it is 
in procedure, that lawyers are less interested in 
discovering truth than in playing games with 
each other. 
There is also an incidental question as to how 
the Supreme Court thinks the defendant in this 
case is now to receive the fair trial he supposedly 
did not receive the first time. Any prospective 
juror who reads the newspapers will know the 
details of the first conviction, and although it will 
not be in the trial record, it will inevitably be in 
his or her mind. 
There is no reason why we cannot retain 
Miranda and all the other hard-won rights that 
have been established in the past decade. But 
there is also no reason why legality cannot be 
tempered with common sense. 
We certainly cannot permit the torture of 
criminal suspects. But we ought to be able to 
trust the ability of juries to determine in each 
individual case whether the circumstances 
surrounding the discovery of certain evidence 
violated the constitutional rights of the accused. 
The administration of justice in this country is 
being further and further removed from the 
people. The Supreme Court’s decision in the 
Iowa case is another step in this process, the 
possible ultimate consequences of which are 
disturbing to contemplate.

WASHINGTON — American 
conservatives, having lost most 
of their battles over the past 45 
years, find some mild comfort 
in the reflection that we don’t 
win many, but we do win a few. 
On March 23 the conservatives 
won a big one: They beat the 
common site picketing bill. 
Plenty of lessons are here for 
the learning. These are lessons 
of tactics, lessons of leadership, 
lessons of morale. And for those 
of us in the pundit business, 
there is a fresh reminder to put 
less reliance in political labels 
and to listen more closely to the 
voice of the people. 
The bill, in my own view, was 
a very bad bill. By concise 
definition, its purpose was to 
allow a single union involved in 
a dispute with a single subcon­ 
tractor to close down an entire 
building site, but that definition 
suffers from an excess 
of 
brevity. This was a power grab 
by the building trades unions; 
the bill would have provoked 
violence, raised construction 
costs, ar.d trampled upon the 
freedom of non-union workers. 
This was not Big Labor’s 
view of the bill, of course, and 
Big Labor came to the 95th Con­ 
gress confident of winning 
enactment. After all, a common 
site picketing bill had passed 
both houses late in 1975, only to 
be vetoed by Gerald Ford 
During the congressional cam- 
tigns of 1976, organized labor 
backed a flock of winners 
At least 60 per cent of the mem­ 
bers of the House, it was esti­ 
mated, owed their seats in part 
to labor s support. 
IT T H E R E FO R E made ,po 


litical sense—surely it seemed 
to make sense—for 
labor 
spokesmen to call up the 
common site picketing bill first. 
Their reasonable expectation 
was to win a smashing victory 
in the House, and to ride that 
momentum to other victories 
on such issues as the minimum 
wage, public employee union­ 
ism, and nullification of State 
right 
to work 
laws. 
The 
scenario was perfect. 
But the scenario collapsed. 
The bill went down to defeat by 
a decisive vote of 217-205. The 
party division saw 191 Demo­ 
crats and only 14 Republicans 
in favor, with 68 Democrats and 
129 Republicans opposed. On 
closer analysis, it is notable 
that of 68 newly elected mem­ 
bers of the House, 37 voted 
against the bill; and of the 37 
opponents, at least 13 had re­ 
ceived support from organized 
labor. 
How was this astonishing 
result achieved? The greatest 
factor was effective leadership. 
Months ago, predicting that 
common site picketing would 
be labor’s first target, the busi­ 
ness community formed a 
National Action Committee on 
Secondary 
Boycotts. 
The 
Associated General Contrac­ 
tors led a fund-raising effort 
The redoubtable little National 
Right to Work Committee 
began to rally its members The 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce, 
the 
National 
Association of 
Manufacturers, the Business 
Roundtable, and 
the 
Home 
Builders Association rolled up 
some big guns. More than a 
hundred trade associations and 
business groups contributed in 
one degree or another 


For once, the conservatives 
pulled 
in 
harness. 
They 
organized mass mailings from 
back home. They got in touch 
with especially 
influential 
constituents. Tney prepared 
and distributed effective argu­ 
ments They worked patiently 
on individual members of the 
House whose minds were not 
fixed. They refused to concede 
dcfsd t 
IT ALL PAID off. In some 
House offices, mail ran 90 or 95 
per cent against the bill. The 
most telling letters were letters 
“writ by hand” from union 
members opposed to their own 
leadership. The effort was so 
persuasive that 15 members 
who had voted for the bill in 
1975 this time voted against it. 
The leadership manifested 
within the business community 
was matched by leadership on 
the floor. Such superlative 
tacticians as John Asnbrook of 
Ohio held the troops in line 
They first bought a watered- 
down substitute bill, but when 
the time came they tossed it 
aside and went for the prime 
target. With their victory, the 
momentum passes 
For the 
time being—but only for the 
time being—we can forget 
about efforts to abolish the 
State right to work laws. We 
will get a much less damaging 
minimum wage bill than might 
have been expected. On this bill 
a new conservative coalition 
was forged. 
Big Labor's lobbyists have 
had to relearn the oldest lesson 
of politics: Over confidence 
kills. My conservative friends, 
before they get too intoxicated 
on the rare wine of victory, had 
better keep that lesson in mind. 
Merchant Marines Seek Benefits 


WASHINGTON - (N EA ) 
When World War II closed. 
Allen Groneman received a 
document from the White 
House expressing the “ heart­ 
felt thanks of the nation” for his 
efforts in helping to defeat the 
axis powers. It was the only 
thanks Groneman got. He was a 
merchant marine in the war 
and his country lias never been 
generously grateful 
Groneman was among more 
than 200,000 civilian sailors who 
made possible the logistics of 
the war victory. They were all 
volunteers, many of them well 
above 
soldiering 
age. 
Technically they were non- 
combatants; in fact 5,600 of 
them died, and 700 of their ships 
were sunk, a toll that was 
higher per capita than that of 
the regular navy. 
Groneman is a good example 
of the heroics of the merchant 
marines He routinely served 
on the North Atlantic run to 
Murmansk, the most dangerous 
voyage of the war years. 
During one mission his ship was 
torpedoed, and Groneman and 
his mates spent hours in a raft 
waiting to be rescued Shortly 
afterward he was back at sea 
again 
Groneman would have rather 
served in the navy, he says 
And he tried twice to enlist 
Both times he was reminded 
that he was more valuable in 
the 
merchant 
marines 
Fighting sailors 
could 
be 
drafted, he was told, but 
somebody had to man the ships 
that kept the allies supplied 
with the guns and ammunition 
they required 
SO IT WAS that Groneman 
and others are not entitled to 
the benefits given regulation 
servicemen Many World War 
II G I s never left the states, 
while 98 per cent of all mer­ 
chant marine officers were at 
sea Yet the law recognizes only 
the 
former 
as 
legitimate 
veterans 
Groneman 
has 
never

qualified for G I. education 
money, for example In fact he 
had to sit out college for a year 
because veterans were given 
university spots before him. 
Neither has he qualified for a 
home 
loan, 
or 
for 
G J. 
hospitalization When he dies he 
will not have a military funeral, 
nor so much as the US flag for 
his coffin. 
And there is something else 
he won’t get. A military pen­ 
sion 
By law all 
merchant 
marines of World War II were 
required to be naval reservists. 
Many, like Groneman, stayed 
in the reserves for 20 years or 
more. But the law prohibits 
pensions for career reservists 
who did not spend some of the 
war years on active duty. 
Unfair? Groneman, of Cin­ 
cinnati, thinks so. And many of 
them 
are 
now 
reaching 
retirement age, some of them 
need medical care and other 
help, and their complaints are 
growing “ We worked as hard 
as 
anyone 
then,” 
says 
Groneman, "I don’t think it’s 
right to forget that we did." 
Assuredly, 
few 
Americans 
were forgetting during the war 
years Franklin Roosevelt felt 
so strongly about the need for 
merchant marines that he is 
said to have considered making 
them part of the regular navy. 
The story is 
the 
maritime 
unions talked him out of it. 
Still, Roosevelt insisted that 
the civilian sailors be as 
military as possible So they 
were uniformed, subjected to 
m ilitary 
court 
martial 
discipline, and given the same 
POW “ protections” as were the 


regular troops Roosevelt even 
armed tne merchant marine 
vessels, albeit not enough and 
in fact altogether too little. 
O NE E X A M P L E 
of the 
inadequacy of the merchant 
marine armor was the SS. 
Stephen Hopkins. When it was 
attacked by two Nazi ships in 
1942, the Hopkins had only one 
four-inch gun to fire back. Yet 
w hen the crew of that gun was 
killed, an engine room sailor 
named Ed O’Hara took over 
and sunk one German boat 
before succumbing himself 
Had O'Hara lived, of course, 
he would not have been entitled 
to veterans benefits. As it is the 
Merchant Marine Academy at 
Kings Point, N Y., has named 
its gymnasium in honor of his 
signal bravery. 
Apparently, there are some 
people who would not honor 
merchant marines of the era in 
any fashion 
Groneman says 
many 
people 
believe 
the 
civilian sailors were mer­ 
cenaries, and that their “ high 
pay" of the time was sufficient 
reward for their service. Many 
still in the navy believe this; so 
also do some congressmen 
Hence even at a time when 
Congress is considering a 
Barry Goldwater proposal to 
redefine the status of the 
veterans of the Women's Air 
Force Service Pilots (also 
never eligible for the G I Bill of 
Rights', there is pessimism 
that the merchant marines will 
not be able to correct history'. 
Old images, even if wrong, are 
not easily overcome 
A breakthrough could be in 
the 
offing, 
however 
The 
Supreme 
Court 
is 
being 
petitioned to overturn the law 
which denies naval reserve 
pension rights 
to merchant 
marines who were not on active 
duty in the war The argument 
is 
that 
the 
law 
is 
discriminatory; and for many 
merchant marines of World 
War 11, that’s the story of their 
lives. 


WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — 
Republicans in the House of 
Representatives, outnumbered 
2-1 by Democrats and in danger 
of becoming a semi-permanent 
minority, nave developed a 
daring new strategy to increase 
their strength in next year’s 
congressional elections. 
The unprecedented plan was 
tested during the 1976 elections, 
with considerable success but 
no publicity, but the National 
Republican 
Congressional 
Committee (N RC C ), which 
coordinates GOP campaigns 
for House seats. 
On paper, the new approach 
looks both simple and non- 
c o n tro ve rs ia l: 
Designate 
“ ta rg e t” 
congressional 
districts where Republicans 
have 
their best 
chance 
of 


success, send Washington- 
based organizers into those 
districts to help recruit the 
most attractive GOP can­ 
didate, then provide a full 
range of assistance and ser­ 
vices to that contender. 
THAT SUPPORT 
includes 
urging local party leaders to 
back the selected candidate, 
thus either avoiding a primary 
or 
minimizing 
internecine 
feuding if one is held. Another 
crucial element of the support 
package is a pre-primary or 
minimizing internecine feuding 
if one is held. Another crucial 
element of the support package 
is a pre-primary contribution of 
about $5,000 from the NRCC to 
the faVored candidate. 


In practice, that approach 
can be both complex and 


controversial because of a 
revered tradition of local 
autonomy in American politics. 
The notion of a “ hired gun” 
from Washington “ meddling” 
in a primary campaign long has 
been 
abhorrent 
to

Republican and Democratic

W ASHINGTO N — “ P resi­ 
dent” Jerry Ford has created a 
shadow cabinet. 
It’s in the image of those in 
the United Kingdom who serve 
such opposition leaders as Mrs. 
Margaret Thatcher, who may 
soon be Britain’s first woman 
prime 
minister, 
and 
the 
Liberals’ young David Steele. 
But for the moment, Palm 
Springs’ most recent and most 
prominent golfer is content 
with his unprecedented ad­ 
visory council’s role as a 
standby 
shadow 
shadow 
cabinet. 
It all began a month ago when 
Jerry Ford’s former official 
team began receiving phone 
calls from a Ford aide. Former 
Secretary of the Treasury 
William Simon was asked if 
he’d like to come to a cabinet 
meeting. The 
“ President” 
would want him in Washington 
at 2 p.m March 24 for a full ses­ 
sion. Bill Simon quipped, “ Sure 
— where do we meet, in the 
White House as usual?” 
But Jerry Ford’s man was 
serious. The conference would 
begin on time in the Washington 
headquarters of the American 
Enterprise Institute for Public 
Policy Research — Republican 
counterbalance to the Demo­ 
cratic party-tilted Brookings 
Institution. 
And begin on time it did. Sit­ 
ting around the table were 
Henry Kissinger, Bill Simon, 
former Economic Policy Board 
Chief William Seidman, former 
Atty. Gen. Edward Levi, ex- 
Secretary of Labor Bill Usery 
and virtually the entire former 
cabinet except for the recent 
Secretary of Defense, Don 
Rumsfeld, and HUD’s Carla 
Hills There were, of course, 
such party senior officials as 
Jim Lynn, former director of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget, and Alan Greenspan, 
who 
ran 
the 
Council 
of 
Economic Advisers. 
Not the least was Ford’s chief 
of staff Dick Cheney and the 
new host, Bill Baroody Jr., now 
the Republican-oriented Insti­ 
tute’s 
executive 
director. 
Whilom Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller was in the Middle 
East. 
FROM EACH, as they went 
around the “ cabinet" table, 
came each specialist's analysis 
of his field of expertise — as it 
now appeared to them to be de­ 
veloping under the infant 
Carter administration. There 
was 
biting 
ideological 
criticism But it was decided 
the shadow cabinet wouldn't 
clobber President Carter. He 
wasn't "long enough in the 
game." 
So 
the 
shadow 
cabinet 
wouldn't step forward publicly, 
as it does in Britain, ana take on 
each 
Democratic 
party 
counterpart Not yet. In effect 
this 
tra d itio n - sm a sh in g 
political troupe in an historic 
albeit 
unreported 
session 
decided that it was enough to 


brief one another and their 
chief and stay in the back­ 
ground as a shadow shadow 
cabinet. 
Later there was talk of rolling 
into action some of the con­ 
sensus decisions of a February 
25 off-the-record gathering of 
Republican party powers in 
Houston, Tex. For three hours 
that day, Bill Simon, John 
Connally, Bill Brock, GOP na­ 
tional chairman George Bush, 
former 
Rei 
Mean 
party 
chairman ana 
CIA director, 
along with o.. ¿rs talked of 
expanding the party, hitting the 
hustings, raising money and 
wooing black and labor sup­ 
port 
This last effort isn’t as wild as 
it sounds. True, Connally and 
union pre*y George Meany 
have a cobra-and-fTute affec­ 
tion for one another. But Simon 
has lunched recently with AFL- 
CIO heir apparent Lane Kirk­ 
land. Seidman and some of the 
Federation’s executive echelon 
have an almost fraternal 
relationship. Ford himself is on 
a warm first name basis with 
Meany and many in the mari­ 
time and hard hat labor leader­ 
ship circles.

Generally this 
was interpreted to develop into 
a tilt toward the unions 
For the moment in . the 
shadow shadow cabinet there is 
little talk of Jerry Ford running 
again in 1980. Too early. But it 
was a good week for the ex- 
President. In New York he had 
seen the hit show “ A Chorus 
Line,” had had a long after­ 
theater supper and drink with 
his former buddy Mel Laird at 
Sardi’s of old Broadway, and he 
was the hit celebrity at late 
supper in that theater-goer’s 
rendezvous.

The winner, Lanny Davis, 
captured the nomination with 
less than 30 per cent of the vote 
and the residue of hostility from 
the primary led backers of 
other Democratic contenders to 
withhold their support from 
him in the general election. 
On the Republican side, 
however, 
the 
NRCC 
put 
together a coalition of virtually 
all 
the

major 
Republican officeholders in 
support of State Sen. Newton 
Steers, who handily won the

rimary. Although Democrats 
ave a 2-1 registration majority 
in the county, Steers won the 
House seat by five percentage 
points. 
In almost a dozen other 
congressional districts around

country, 
candidates 
recruited or supported by 
NRCC in the early stages of the

WASHINGTON (U P I) — F B I 
statistics released the other day 
show that some types of crime 
decreased last year and certain 
others failed 
to make any 
headway. 
It is obvious, however, that 
one offshoot of the crime wave 
remains on the upswing. This 
notable exception is the taking 
of hostages. 


Hostage-taking is, of course, 
as old as violence itself. 
Were the Visigoths having a 
dust-up with the Ostrogoths? 
You could be certain the 
Visigoths would seize a few 
Ostrogothian maidens, and vice 
versa, for negotiation purposes. 


Note, however, that neither 
would have deemed it propi­ 
tious to veer off into Jutland 
and seize a few Jutes. 
Seizure of neutral hostages is 
a fairly recent innovation. But 
once it caught on, it spread like 
widefire.

They are 
forever getting caught in the 
crossfire of gangland wars, 
cops-and-robbers shootouts, 
saloon 
fights, 
waterfront 
brawls, picket line skirmishes, 
political rally free-for-alls and 
PTA meeting melees.

taking of hostages by someone 
distraught over tax problems. 
That raises fears that hostage 
taking, heretofore a spinoff of 
hijackings, terrorist attacks 
and armed robbery, may be 
spilling over into the field of 
white collar crime. 
On numerous occasions, hos­ 
tages have been seized during 
bank holdups. Well,* then, 
imagine hostages being seized 
during embezzlements. 
An assistant teller who has 
been diverting bank funds to 
personal uses forces an inno­ 
cent bystander in the lobby to 
act as his shield while he 
juggles the books to make it 
appear the ripoff was a loan 
default. 
Other possibilities include: 
— A South Korean lobbyist on 
his way to Capitol Hill to make 
a 
secret contribution holds 
three tourists as hostages lest 
word of the payoff be leaked to 
Jack Anderson. 
— A congressional candidate 
who has been distributing 
scurrilous literature about his 
opponent seizes three specta­ 
tors at an outdoor rally against 
the chance he is cited for mud- 
slinging by the Fair Campaign 
Practices Committee. 
— A senator who exceeds the 
proposed new $8,625 limit on 
outside earned income locks 
three hostages in his private 
washroom 
to 
use 
in 
negotiations with the Senate 
Ethics Committee. 
In short, it appears that in­ 
nocent bystanders are in for a 
long, hard summer.

A s Well As The Spirit

Spring is here. 
That though thought en ­

Agriculture Committee the 
plan for fiscal 1978 would allow 
more needy people to qualify 
for stamps by eliminating a 
current 
requirement 
that 
participants pay cash for part 


of their stamp allotments. 
Currently, about 17.3 million 
Americans get food stamps to 
help pay their grocery bills 
Bergland aides estimated the 
new plan would allow between 
25 million and three million 
more persons to qualify for 
stamps 
But Bergland also said his 
plan would lower income 
ceilings for stamp applicants 
and would sharply reduce 
benefits for those near the top 
of the current eligibility cei­ 
lings

DALLAS (U P I) - Last 
summer doctors told Linda 
Davis they had located the 
source of her hearing difficulty, 
a nerve deformity, but said she 
still had 10 or 12 years of 
hearing left. 
A few weeks later, Mrs. 
Davis — the mother of one child 
and pregnant with another 
went deaf. Much sooner than 
she had feared, the Lewisville, 
Tex., woman faced a life 
without sound. 
U ndersta nda b ly , 
despondency was severe, 
the enormity of the loss 
soon lessened. Through 
efforts 
of 
the 
American 
Humane Association, Mrs 
Davis met a friend and helper. 
She is now- one of a handful of 
deaf persons in the country 
aided by a hearing dog. Banjo, 
an 18-month-old female Aus­ 
tralian shepherd, serves as 
Mrs. Davis’ ears. 
At the moment, Banjo’s main 
responsibility is to alert the 
young mother when her 6-week- 
old son needs her attention If 
the baby cries, the amiable 
white mutt dotted with black 
specks nudges at Mrs. Davis. If 
the doorbell rings or a car turns 
in the driveway, Banjo alerts 
her. 
“ Sometimes, she gets me 
when the phone rings,” Mrs. 
Davis said. “ Of course, the only 
thing I can do is answer the 
phone and tell whomever is 
J--------------------- -- 


calling that I can’t hear, and to 
please call later when my 
husband is home.” 
Dr. Sid Weber, executive 
director of the Dallas affiliate 
of AHA, said the Hearing Dog 
Program 
is a 
3-year pilot 
project which would serve two 
purposes. 
“There are 13 million people 
in this country with hearing 
problems,” said Weber. “ And 
the other important thing is 
that the dogs trained under this 
program are ordinary dogs that 
perhaps would be killed at city 
pounds.” 
According 
to 
Weber, 
a 
hearing dog’s training — 
Banjo’s lasted four months 
differs vastly from that of a 
seeing-eye dog. 
“ A seeing-eye dog is trained 
for one purpose — to help the 
blind person get around. A dog 
trained to help a blind person 
can help any blind person.” 
But Weber said a hearing dog 
is trained to fulfill the needs of a 
pcirticular deaf person. In Mrs. 
Davis’ case, she wanted a dog 
to alert her when her baby 
demanded attention, or when 
someone called. 
AHA 
officials 
say 
they 
already have a waiting list of 
persons desiring hearing dogs 
They say the day will come 
soon when dogs trained as 
hearing aids will outnumber the 
25,000 seeing-eye dogs in the 
country.

“ We re starting with the 
bigger accounts that have owed 
the city the longest and we’re 
working down the list,” Hebert 
said 
The city cut utilities to 20 
customers Monday, including a 
lounge which owed $1,800 and a 
family which owed $1,030 
Hebert said about 1,200 of the 
city’s esimated 4,700 customers 
are in arrears on their utilities 
The action was the result of a 
City Council ordinance passed 
in December, a month after 
Hebert’s election, giving the 
city authority to cut utilities 
Hebert used the issue of 
oustanding utility bills to help 
defeat former Mayor Harrs 
Gallagher in November 
“ I found $365,000 in outstand­ 
ing bills on the books when I 
took over.” he said 


The ordinance took effect last 
Friday and the cKy included a 
copy of it 111 its utilitv bills. 
Hebert said the threat cesulted 
in above-average bill collec­ 
tions last week 
“ We collected $111,000 in a 
five-day week.” he said. “ That 
was supposed to be a slow week 
because air new bills come out 
next week ” 
Alberta Hall, mother of six. 
was one of those whose utilities 
were cut Monday She said her 
husband is a construction 
worker and has worked irregu 
larly this winter, so they 
couldn’t afford to pay the bills 
“ I guess we’ll have to do like 
the pioneers,” she said 


Trie mayor said there was 
little opposition to the ordi­ 
nance and he received praise 
Monday for his actions 
' In fact. I ’ve been getting 
quite a few calls 011 the phone 
tonight complimenting us 011 
what we’re doing in getting the 
town hack in a business-like 
situation," he said 
Hebert said the root of the 
problem is the increased cost of 
gas supplied to the city.

No Dea ths Repo rted 
Bo tulism Ca ses 
Mo unt To 36 


PONTIAC, Mich. (UPI) - 
Health officials reported a new, 
critical case of botulism food 
poisoning today, raising to 36 
the number of victims in the 
worst outbreak in US history. 
An unidentified patient was 
admitted to St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital's intensive care unit, 
becoming the third critical case 
now under treatment in the 
wave of poisonings. 
Doctors said the patient 
contracted the botulism last 
Wednesday by eating hot sauce 
made with improperly canned 
peppers at a Mexican restau­ 
rant in this northern Detroit 
suburb. 
The peppers have been 
confirmed as the source of the 
botulism, and investigators 
said the number of cases could 
rise to 50 this week. 
Five new cases of botulism 
were reported Monday and 
health officials said they ex­ 
pected new cases to emerge on 
the average of three per day. 
Dr. Robert Locey, Oakland 
County 
health director, ex­ 
pressed optimism “ that some­ 
how we can come out of this 
without any deaths.” 
He said the fact that no one 
has died thus far “ is a very 
bright sign.” 
A class action damage suit 
was filed Monday on behalf of 
Sally Koskey, 23, Pontiac, one 
of the poisoning victims. Miss 
Koskey is a surgical nurse at St. 
Joseph’s Mercy Hospital, a 


short distance from Trini and 
Carmen’s restaurant, source of 
the poisoning. 
Oakland County Circuit Court 
Judge Francis X. O’Brien 
issued an injunction ordering 
the preservation of all the 
evidence — including the 147 
jars of home-canned peppers 
blamed for the outbreak. 
All 147 jaru have been con­ 
fiscated by health officials. 
Dr. William Terranova, in­ 
vestigating the incident for the 
Center of National Jisease 
Control at Atlanta, said the 
outbreak was an “ historic 
event” because it gives experts 
their first on-the-scene oppor­ 
tunity to study botulism. 
Dr. Joel Breman of the state 
Department of Public Health 
said an estimated 200 to 300 
persons ate in the restaurant 
each day until it was closed 
Thursday. 
“Theoretically, all of those 
persons are at risk,” he said 
The botulism toxin was 
traced to home-canned peppers 
used to prepare a hot sauce 
Monday. A second batch of 
sauce made with fresh peppers 
the following day also was 
tainted because it was mixed in 
the same bowl as the earlier 
batch, officials said. 
Because one of the latest 
victims dined in the restaurant 
as late as 2 p.m. Thursday, 
health officials said they will 
retrace their steps to make sure 
all the contaminated material 
has been seized.

Top Soviets 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Cuban 
President Fidel Castro met 
with the top Kremlin leadership 
today to exchange views on his 
month-long tour of Africa. 
The Tass news agency said 
Castro was received in the 
K re m lin by Soviet C om m unist 
party leader Leonid I. Brezh­ 
nev, President Nikolai V. 
Podgorny, Premier Alexei Ko­ 
sygin and Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko. 
The Cuban leader, who spent 
a month in Africa, came to 
Moscow 011 a surprise stopover 
Monday, just a few hours after 
Podgorny returned from his 
own 13-day trip to the continent. 


Castro’s stopover in Moscow 
was given no advance publicity, 
a highly unusual departure 
from past practice, even though 
the trip was described as 
unofficial. Some diplomats con­ 
cluded the visit might have 
been hasily arranged. 
The Cuban leader was ex­ 
pected to focus on three areas 
in his talks: 


— Angola. Castro promised 
unlimited military assistance 
to the country’s Marxist leader­ 
ship. which used Soviet arms 
and Cuban troops to win its civil 
war last year. 


— Southern Africa. Of par­ 
ticularly concern is relations 
with Mozambique, Zambia and 
Tanzania, three of the “ front­ 
line” states in black Africa’s 
confrontation with Rhodesia. 
Relations 
between 
Ethiopia and Somalia. Both 
Podgorny and Castro visited 
Somalia and the Cuban went to 
Ethiopia. The two countries are 
governed by leftist regimes 
that the Soviets are courting, 
but they are split by squabbles. 


The trip by Podgorny was the 
first by a Soviet leader to the 
southern Africa 
region and 
dramatizes the Kremlin’s con­ 
cern for good relations with the 
developing African countries

depict the United States as the 
agent of imperialism and to 
associate Washington’s name 
with white governments 
in

Peter Flaherty’s confirmation 
for the No. 2 slot in the US 
Justice Department. 
Flah erty’s nomination as 
deputy attorney general will be 
debated by the Senate late 
today, and Metzenbaum has 
demanded a roll call vote. But 
despite a “ Dear Colleague” 
letter explaining his opposition 
to Flaherty, Metzenbaum lias 
found “ only four or five others' 
who will vote against President 
Carter’s nominee 
"There is no heavy opposition 
developing at all,” an aide to 
Mezenbaum said 
More than two dozen wit 
nesses — many of them from 
Pittsburgh 
paraded before 
the Judiciary Committee to 
oppose the Flaherty nomina­ 
tion. He was characterized as 
antiblack, antipoor and an 
tiwoman, 
Metzenbaum. who chaired 
most of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee’s 
confirmation 
hearings for Flaherty, said in 
the letter he found Flaherty “ to 
be 
a 
man 
of 
esteemed 
character and an able at­ 
torney’.” 
But. he said, “ certain of his 
actions as mayor of Pittsburgh 
rtiise serious questions con 
cerning his confirmation to the 
second 
highest 
post 
of (In­ 
justice Department.” 
Specifically, Metzenbaum 
cited testimony on Flaherty s 
unwillingness 
to 
meet 
with 
women’s, religious and minori 
tv groups, the fact that a 
federal court order was needed 
to force Flaherty to hire more 
women and blacks for the city 
police force; and "statements 
he made advocating defiance of 
the law." 
Metzenbaum noted that “ on 
more than a few occasion, 
Flaherty was unavailable to 
meet with women and minority 
groups 
“ Even stronger ev idence of 
the mayor’s inability to work 
with minority groups 
is the 
fact that no blacks or females 
were added to the police force 
between 1970 and 1975 until a 
federal court ordered Flaherty 
to add more blacks and w omen, 
Metzenbaum said 
He said Flaherty’s actions 
"suggest an indifference" to 
Attorney General Griffin Bell's 
commitment 
to 
make the 
Department 
of Justice 
“ an 
open one." 
Metzenbaum said the actions, 
"w hile 
very 
distressing,” 
would not alone fo rce him to 
reject the nomination He said 
he decided to vote no because of 
“ conduct by the mayor which 
simply cannot be ignored 
The Ohio senator said he was 
"satisified from the evidence” 
submitted at the- hearing tluit 
Flaherty, in 1972. urged the 
Pittsburgh school board to 
“ defy state orders” requiring 
busing

Some of them started the 
program just because they 
wanted an option to traditional 
classes, but many find it a 
satisfying experience in skill 
growth and self-confidence— 
something more than just a 
place to wait out two years. 
C apstone 
of 
the 
ag 
mechanics program is field 
placem ent, w here selected 
students co-op w ith area 
businesses in a job utilizing 
skills related to the course. 
Four students are in a co-op 
situation at present. Two are 
working 
w ith 
im plem ent 
dealers, Weingart’s of Salem 
and Ralph’s of Unity, one is 
w ith 
electric 
equipm ent 
construction and the fourth is 
in a car care center. The last 
placement is one of a tvpe 
Wood allows if the student 
finds the position, but doesn’t 
solicit himself because of its 
distance from the type of skills 
handled in the program. 
When students return from 
this week’s Easter break, six 
more students will begin a 
field placement, all to farms. 
Five will work on their home 
operations and the sixth at a 
relative’s farm, all seeking to 
apply the skills practiced in 
text and lab work. 
Passing Grades 
Students (seniors only) must 


nave and maintain passing 
grades in all subjects to 
participate in field placement. 
Employers usually interview 
several students interested in 
the position he has to offer. 
Some of the businessmen tour 
the JVS facility and inspect the 
ag mechanics lab (shop) to get 
a feel for the experience the 
students have had. 
Students chosen by the 
employer and approved by 
Wood or co-instructor Dan 
Kibler work Monday through 
Friday between the minimum 
15 hours and the upper limit of 
35 hours per week. They are 
paid just as any other em ­ 
ploye. Starting wages during 
last placement season ranged 
from $2.30 to $3.25 per hour. 
In placement on one of the 
prime positions for an ag 
mechanics graduate is Kevin 
Valot of Lake Milton who is 
working his afternoons at 
Weingart’s on Rt. 165 north of 
Salem. 
Kevin feels his training at 
the JVS and his background in 
dealing with used equipment 
has prepared him well for the 
job. He said he would like more 
instruction in 
hydraulics, 
transm issions 
and 
in 
overhauling gas and diesel 
engines. 
He confessed with a grin 
“school is a little bit easier 
than it is here.” He is working 
with equipment he is used to 
and repairs he has knowledge 
of, but “there’s no Mr. Woods 
or Mrs. Kibler to go to.” 
Harley Groff, president of 
Weingart’s, speaks well of the 
JVS program and of Kevin, his 
third JVS co-op worker. He has 
found

thinks the program should 
stress. Most youths can master 
the mechanical aspects of an

Counselor Applauds 
Ag Mech Successes

Commenting on the 
growth of students during 
their two-year stay at the 
JVS ag mechanics program, 
Jordan says, “I’m amazed ” 
He savs the standing of ag 


mechanics students in the 
eyes of their peers at the 
school has risen since the 
school opened four years 
ago. A background in deisel 
engine work in the course 
allowed one ag mechanics 
graduate to find a job in a 
trucking shop where he is 
nowbnngmgin $17,500 a year 
— topping many of alumna of 
the auto mechanics or auto 
body shops who felt

had 
little 
promise. 
The department was slow 
in filling up in the first few 
years, but now has high 
demand. Jordan predicts the 
sam e trend for the ag 
business supply and services 
offering which will begin this 
fall.

“I have a 
pretty good idea of what they’ll 
do,” he says, but confesses 
som e m inim al-achievers in 
school prove to be valued 
employes when a paycheck 
enters the picture. 
Students in the placement 
program attend classes in the 
morning, taking a 45-minute 
social studies class and 90 
minutes of instruction related 
to 
their 
ag 
m echanics 
specialization. They can leave 
at 11 a.m., or eat lunch in the 
school 
cafeteria 
before 
heading for their jobs. 
Evaluation Forms 
An evaluation 
form 
was 
added to the procedure last 
year to give instructors and 
employers a tool to analyze a 
student’s performance. Marks 
are entered on traits such as 
attitude, adaptability, ability 
to learn, quality and quantity 
of 
work, 
dependability, 
initiative, atten d an ce and 
judgment. The JVS instructors 
make an on-the-spot check of 
each placement on an every- 
other-week schedule. 
Students on farm s make a 
weekly agenda of work they 
accomplished. 
E xperience in the three 
years of placement has shown 
the MCJVS n ear-g rad u ates 
have a good background In the 
skills needed to handle the jobs 
encountered 
in 
their 
placem ents. A reas needing 
strengthening, according to 
Wood, are hydraulics and 
diesel injection pump main­ 
tenance. 
Nearly 90 per cent of the 
placem ents 
have 
been 
retained by their employers 
after the co-op program is 
completed 
Wood 
feels 
the 
“ early 
p l a c e m e n t ’ ’ 
c o - o p 
arrangement is “the best way 
for a student to finish — it 
gives them more experience 
than we can give.” 
Kibler adds 
‘They don’t 
alw ays believe u s’’ when 
admonitions about more work 
and less messing around are 
given, “but they believe the 
boss” when they leave the lab 
for an implement shop. 
Fifteen students were placed 
last year and 14 the year 
before that. Up to the present 
time, only one student has 
been

Growing Your Own

Horticulture Specialist 
Coop. Ext. Service 
If you have not had your soil 
tested recently, now is a good 
time to have it done. This is 
especially important if your 
vegetables,ornam entals or 
lawns have not been doing as 
well as they should. It is a good 
idea to have your soil tested 
every three or four years even 
if 
there 
have 
been 
no 
problems 
M in e ra l 
d e fic ie n c ie s 
sometimes show up as very 
obvious symptoms in plants. 
For example if iron is lacking, 
the plants will bechloratic, ie.: 
show yellowed leaves, but the 
veins 
will 
be 
green. 
Deficiencies in other elements 
can cause stunting, leaf curl, 
abnormally 
dark 
color, 
chlorosis, dead tissue in the 
leaves and various other 
symptoms. Sometimes the 
nutrients are present in the 
soil, but they are locked up in 
insoluble compounds due to 
extremes in the pH range, and 
therefore, unavailable to the 
plants. 
THE PH is a measure of the 
acidity-alkalinity of a sub­ 
stance using a scale of 1 to 14. 
A pH of 7.0 is neutral, below 7.0 
is acid, above is alkaline. For 
most garden soils a pH of 6.0 to 
7.0 is ideal. If the pH is below 
this it can be raised by ap­ 
plying lime. If it is too alkaline, 
as is the case in many parts of 
the western U.S., it can be 
lowered with an application of 
sulphur. In either case the 
quantity of available nutrients 
in the soil will be increased. 
If you are going to plant 
b l u e b e r r i e s , 
a z a l e a s , 
rhododendrons or other acid- 
loving plants, you will need to 
know if your soil is in the 
correct pH range for these 
E 
lants. Sometimes you can 
ave too much of a good thing. 
An overabundance Of nitrogen 
will cause fruiting vegetables 
like tomatoes and peppers to 
t 
troduce lush foliage but few 
ruits. In such a case you 
would not want to add fertilizer 
contaning additinal nitrogen. 
IF YOU WANT to have your 
soil 
tested, 
call 
the 
Cooperative Extension Service 
in Lisbon. I will take samples 
of your lawn or garden soil, 
and help you fill out the form. 
Cores of soil are taken with a 
probe from several areas in 
the garden or lawn. Because 


the soil is usually wet and 
sticky, it should hie air dried 
for a day or so. When the soil is 
dry enough to crumble, the 
samples should be thoroughly 
mixed.

Canfield Fruit Producer 
Uses Pots To Save Crop 


High temperatures last week 
were not what local fruit 
growers wanted, at least not if 
sub-freezing days of any 
severity are yet to come. Orch­ 
ardist David Hull of Canfield 
says the increased investment 
of 
modern 
high-density 
planting puts the producer in a 
position where he can’t lust 
“take what comes” weather­ 
wise, but has to be ready to 
control whatever variables he 
can. 
While they had no way to 
slow down the premature bud 
growth caused by the 60 and 70 
degree weather early last 
week, smudge pots and old 
tires do give producers a way 
to decrease their vulnerability 
when colder weather threatens 
the developing buds. 
The goal of these two 
methods is to raise the tem­ 
perature enough to prevent the 
new growth from freezing. The 
smudge pots are easier to light 
and transport than the tires, 
but are obsolete. When the 
2,000 blocks he has now and the 
deteriorating 
refills 
are 
burned, tires will be the only 
way to go. Apple and peach 
growers are aware of the in­ 
tense smoke 
tire-burning 
causes, but say it is their only 
way, many times, to save a 
crop. The job is a real chore— 
tires, usually filled with water, 
have to be hauled into the 
orchard and coaxed into 
combustion. 
HULL BELIEV ES a night 
of frantic “burning” in May of 
last year when the tem­ 
peratures dropped 
to 
24 
degrees made a difference. If 
he hadn’t made the effort, he 
says he would have had “ a 
very small crop.” 
He laments the accuracy of 
Ohio weather forecasting, 
citing the need for specialized 
data fruit growers need, like 
the dew point, and up to the 
minute 
readings 
and 
projections. He said the state’s 
fruit-producing areas are too 
dispersed to state-sponsored 
fru it-o rien ted 
w eather 
forecasting 
practical 
at 
present as it is in Michigan. 
Hull said he started spraying 
earlier last year than he had in 
his previous 24 years on the 
farm, and says he’ll start just 
as early this year. He was 
making preparations for the 
first dormant spray last week. 
Objects of the first spray in­ 
clude red mite eggs and scale.

The word “print” is used to 
allude 
to 
anything 
from 
original 
etchings 
to 
m echanically 
reproduced 
photographs of fine art 
“We do not feel that a signed 
reproduction is an art form ,” 
explained Sandy G oldm an, 
who with her husband, Louis, 
own and operate a gallery in 
Wichita, Kan. 
She continued, “The artist 
has taken the oil or watercolor 
painting to a photographer, 
had it photographed, mechani­ 
cally reproduced, numbered 
and signed the copies and 
called it a 
limited edition 
print.” 
“What the public is paying 
for 
is a 
good 
mechanical 
process and the a rtis ts ’s 
signature,” Goldman added. 
Their criteria is not a form of 
snobbery. “We’re skeptical of 
these reproductions because 
m useum s 
and 
the 
great 
auction houses will not accept 
them as fine a rt.” 
They explained that auction 
houses, 
those 
with 
in­ 
ternational reputations, are to 
the art world what Wall Street 
is to the world of finance. “Art 
is a commodity.” 


How do you know whether 
your print is an etching, 
engraving, 
lithograph 
or 
reproduction? Although both 
etchings and engravings are 
known as intaglio processes, 
they are produced in different 
ways. An etching is the process 
of producing lines with an 
etching needie on metal which 
is then bitten by using acid. An 
engraving is produced by 
gouging lines by hand in a 
m etal plate. A lithograph 
process enables the artist to 
apply a waxy substance on a 
stone from which the printing 
can be made withouth the need 
of an engraver. 


You can determine an et­ 
ching by the “embossed” feel 
of the picture. Turn the paper 
over and look for an im­ 
pression in the paper Usually 
the etching plate is smaller 
than the paper size and the 
pressure used is so great that 
you will have a margin pressed 
into the paper around the 
picture.

It enables you to give 
Trees, Lawn, Plants 
Need Attention Soon 


COLUMBUS — Now that the 
sun is pushing those cold 
winter days farther and far­ 
ther back in our memories, it’s 
time to start getting the lawn 
and garden in shape for 
another season.

Engine oils do not wear out 
through normal operation. A 
person does not need to be a 
star mechanic to realize this is 
a mistaken belief. Most far­ 
mers are very careful to follow 
the recommendations for oil 
change in their tractors and 
farm machinery. 
Crankcase oil change and 
filter service is important to 
engine life in farm machinery. 
Most tractor manufacturers 
now recommend oil changes 
every 100-250 hours of engine 
operation. 100 hours of tractor 
operation would be equal to 
5000 m iles of autom otive 
operation at 50 miles per hour 
(50 MPHxlOO hrs.) 
It should also be noted, 
however, that most of hours 
received in tractor operation 
are under full load conditions. 
Because of this careful a t­ 
tention should be paid to the 


selection of the oil to be used. 
Cheap oils do not save money 
over the long run. Too many 
people are trying to save 
money by buying cheap oil 
when in the end they spend 10 
times that amount in engine 
repairs or overhauls. 
When selecting an oil choose 
it carefully on the basis of the 
S.A.E letter designations. SA, 
and SB letters are represen­ 
tative of a light duty gasoline 
engine oil. An SC, SD, and SE 
oil would then represent an oil 
used in heavy duty operation 
for gasoline engines. The CA, 
CB, and CD type oil is used in 
light to moderate diesel engine 
operation and the CD letters 
are representative of severe 
operation. 
The best place to check for 
the oil that fits your needs the 
best is to read your owner’s 
manual or to get in touch with 
a 
m achinery 
d ealer 
or 
authorized service person.

how to give it proper care. 
With just a few exceptions, 
seasonal blooming plants will 
last longest in your home if 
given a cool, light (not sunny) 
location and ample w ater of 
room 
tem p eratu re. 
C are 
should be taken that roots are 
never allowed to stand in 
water. They will almost surely 
rot. Drafts of hot or cold air 
reduce the life of your gift 
plants. So, when choosing the 
perfect spot for your plant, 
keep the plant itself in mind 
and choose a location that 
promotes healthy growth. 
Some 
specific 
plant 
requirem ents: 
Spring flowering bulbs — 
Keep the plants out of sunlight 
in a cool location, provide lots 
of 
w ater. 
When 
soil 
is 
workable, plant outdoors in 
ap p ro p riate 
place. 
Allow 
foliage to ripen naturally. 
Potted mums — Choose a 
plant full of buds. Keep in cool, 
bright location. Hardy types 
may be set in garden after 
bloom s 
fade. 
A 
location 
receiving at least a half day’s 
sun is preferred. 
Hydrangea — W hile 
in 
bloom requires lots of water. 
After last frost date, cut stems 
back half-way, sink pot in 
partial shade outdoors. Bring 
indoors prior to frost. 
Cyclamen — This plant 
usually continues its blooming 
period 
for 
weeks 
and 
sometimes even months. It 
prefers a moist soil and a cool 
but sunny location. Never pour 


water into the crown of the 
plant. 
Easter Lily — Position in a 
cool place out of the sun. Once 
bloom has ceased, remove 
from pot and plant in garden. 
Azaleas — A well-budded 
plant will continue blooming 
for several weeks in a cool, 
sunny 
location. 
Florist 
varieties may be planted 
outdoors in partial shade for 
sum m er m onths. 
A 
mild 
pruning is beneficial. Since 
this type is generally not hardy 
it is recommended they be 
planted pot and all and brought 
indoors prior to frost. 
If you are still in possession 
of a poinsettia it will require 
basically the sam e care as 
prescribed for azaleas. You 
m ight prune a 
bit more 
severely. 
If 
your 
once 
lavishly 
blooming Christmas begonia is 
no longer with you, do not 
dismay. Only hothouse con­ 
ditions can produce the lush 
growth you enjoyed so much.

During Tornado Time

Tornado season is a side of 
Spring 
no 
one 
likes 
to 
remember. Throughout 
late 
March, April, May and June, 
Ohio weather conditions spawn 
a greater number of twisters 
than at any other time of the 
year. Over the past five years, 
Ohio has recorded more than 
100 of these potentially devas­ 
tating storms. 
Because of the severe threat 
to lives and property posed by 
tornadoes, the Ohio Insurance 
Institute (O il) is urging all 
Ohioans to be on the alert for 
threatening 
w eather 
con­ 
ditions that can precede a 
tornado. 
“One of the most destructive 
tornadoes in the history of the 
United States struck Xenia, 
Ohio on April 3, 1974,” said Oil 
Executive Director John C. 
Winchell. “In that city alone, 
33 
people were killed and 
hundreds injured. Over $100 
million in property damage 
was reported.” 
Winchell said that National 
Weather Service records for 
the last 20 years show that of 
every 100 Americans killed in 
tornadoes, 
70 
have 
been 
alerted to watch for the 
storms. The up-graded storm 
warning systems that many 
communities put in effect after 
the Zenia tragedy can only be 
effective when the public pays 
attention to them, he aaded. 
“Too many Ohioans believe 
it can’t 
happen 
to them,” 
Winchell said 
“When a tor­ 
nado ‘warning’ is announced 
or local warning sirens sound, 
they 
don’t 
take 
immediate 
shelter ” 
‘Talking to survivors of the 
Xenia 
disaster 
makes 
you 
realize the im portance of 
remembering and 
following 
tornado safety procedures,’ 
he added. "Fam ilies should 
review the proper locations to 
take shelter in their homes 
each year.” 
Tornato Safety 
When a tornado has been 
reported in the area, move to 
the southwest comer of your 
basement and get under a 
heavy 
table 
or 
bench 
if 
E 
ossible. 
Persons 
without 
asements should take cover 
under sturdy furniture in the 
center of the house. A closet in 
the center of the house is also a 
good location. 
If you’re caught in open 
country, move away from the 
tornado’s path at a right (90 
degree) angle Most tornadoes 


Meat Supply Should 


Remain High In '77

The supply of red meat in 1977

Advance warning is the key 
to tornado safety. The National 
W eather Service issues a 
tornado 
“watch” 
when

coula cause tornadoes exist. A 
tornado “warning” is issued 
when a funnel has been sighted 
in 
the 
area. 
Many 
com ­ 
munities utilize siren systems 
to warn residents of a “watch” 
or "warning” , but it is not 
always possible to hear these 
signals. 
Tornado Detection 
You can locate a tornado 
within 20 miles of your home 
by 
using 
your 
radio 
or 
television as a receiver to 
detect the electronic signals 
made by a tornado. According 
to 
the 
O il, 
this 
detection 
method developed by an Iowa 
man has been credited with 
saving 
many 
lives 
in 
the 
Midwest. 
TO USE YOUR TV: Turn on 
your TV. Turn to channel 13, 
and adjust the brightness 
control so that the screen is 
almost black. Then change to 
channel 2. Do not readjust the 
brightness. Lightning appears 
as streaks or flashes on the 
screen. If the screen becomes 
bright or the darkened picture 
remains continuously visible, 
this signals a tornado within 20 
miles of the vicinity. Unplug 
the TV and take immediate 
shelter. 
TO USE 
YOUR 
RADIO: 
Turn the radio to the low end of 
the dial (about 550 kilocycles.) 
At this setting, the radio will 
pick up the same storm signals 
as a TV. Lightning causes 
intermittent static. A tornado 
causes continuous static. It is 
recommended that you get 
accustom ed 
to 
the 
noise 
produced by lightning or a 
tornado by watching the ef­ 
fects made on the TV and 
positioning the radio nearby. 
The radio method is effective 
when a storm has temporarily 
shut off your power and your 
television is not available. 
Protecting Property 
Winchell noted that over $95 
million in property loss claims 
were paid to Xenia residents 
following the tornado, allowing 
them to rebuild their homes. 
The 
Homeowners 
policy 
covers both building and 
contents 
against 
loss 
by 
windstorm 
or 
tornado. 
No 
special “tornado policy” is 
needed. 
“ B ecau se 
rising 
con­ 
struction costs have caused 
homes to appreciate 
many 
thousands of dollars in just a 
few 
years, 
Ohioans 
should 
make sure the insurance they 
now 
carry 
is sufficient 
to 
rebuild their present house,” 
Winchell said. ‘T h e last thing 
anyone wants to worry about 
after a tornado has struck his 
or her home is whether the 
homeowners 
insurance 
is 
adequate.”

Economist Jam es Nix said 
in a special Livestock and 
Meat 
Situation 
sum m ary 
report widespread drought in 
some parts of the country, 
combined with an unusually 
cold 
winter, 
has 
produced 
“serious concern” about the 
pace at which cattlemen are 
reducing their herds. 
At the moment, Nix ex­ 
plained, cattlemen are in the 
“liquidation phase” of a cattle 
production cycle. On the heels 
of heavy and continuing eco­ 
nomic losses for several years, 
the US.inventory of cattle and 
calves has been cut from 131.8 
million head in January, 1975, 
to 122.9 million head at the 
beginning of this year. 
Further liquidation is ex­ 
pected during 1977 artd it could 
continue longer. But just how 
far and how fast the liquidation 
goes — factors which could 
have major impact on the 
cattle economy and consumer 
beef prices — will depend 
prim arily on w eather and 
other uncertain conditions, the 
report said. 
In the past, Agriculture 
economists 
have 
frequently 
made forecasts on the basis of 
possible “average” weather in 
the future. But Agriculture 
Secretary Bob Bergland, in­ 
sisting the weather almost 
never is average, has said he 
wants forecasts now to show 
the possible alternatives. 
Nix’s report did that. He 
presented 
two 
alternate 
“scenarios” for cattle and beef 
prices over the next few years: 
In “Alternative A — Favora­ 
ble Weather,” Nix said the 
rate of herd liquidation would 
moderate and would “bottom 
out” during 1978. Cattle and

beef prices would rise gradual­ 
ly and moderately through 
1980 in reaction to a 10 to 14 per 
cent decline through that year 
in per capita beef supply. 
Later, as cattlemen began to 
rebuild their herds, the price 
advance 
presumably 
would 
halt, but changes would be 
comparatively gentle. 
In “Alternative B — Drought 
Persists,” Nix said changes 
would be more dramatic. With 
grazing poor, grain crops low 
and food prices high, cat­ 
tlemen 
would 
step 
up 
liquidation of their herds. 
This would hold down the 
pace 
of 
price 
increases 
through 1977 and part of 1978, 
but after that the sharp drop in 
the available beef supply 
would touch off sharp and 
dramatic price increases for 
both cattle and beef. 
Nix 
said 
he 
could 
not 
speculate on specific 
price 
levels, but he said per capita 
beef supplies could plunge by 
1979 to below 100 pounds for the 
first time since 1965 and prices 
“could be high enough to cause 
consumers to turn to other 
kinds of meat” or to alter­ 
native foods. 
The high cattle prices, in 
turn, could touch off another 
round of overexpansion in the 
cattle industry. And a few 
years later, producers would 
be back in the red ink

FEED COSTS will continue 
under upward pressure at 
least through this spring when 
the prospects for the 1977 feed 
grain harvest can begin to be 
assessed. Further cost-price 
pressure on livestock pro­ 
ducers could potentially bring 
about livestock sell-offs this 
spring. Major factors are 
sharply higher costs for 
protein feed supplements and 
roughages. Tight soybean oil 
meal supplies have pushed the 
price of protein supplements 
up 49 per cent over their year 
ago levels. This accounts for 
about 5 per cent of a steer’s 
diet, 12 per cent for a hog and 
20 per cent for a broiler 
Weather-related 
problems 
reduced last year’s hay crop 
and 
pasture 
conditions 
resulting in a 20 per cent jump 
in forage costs. Feed grain 
prices are off about 7 per cent 
from last year due to 1976’s 
record com harvest. Feed 
grain costs probably won’t 
change much unless spring 
planting 
and-or 
summer 
growing conditions are poor 


TURKEY HATCH in 9 major 
states for week ending March 5 
was 2,668,000 poults or 12 per 
cent below same week year 
ago. The accumulated Sept 1- 
Mar. 5 hatch reduction from 
one year ago was 4 per cent. In 
the same states, turkey eggs 
set during the week ending 
March 5 were down 8 per cent 
continuing a similar decline in 
February. Increased con­ 
sumer incomes and reduced 
red meat supplies could lead to 
higher turkey prices this fall 
than year earlier 
HOME GARDENS were 
grown by 48 per cent of Ameri­ 
can households in 1976 - up 
from 46 per cent in 1975 and 43 
per cent in 1974. 
Rapidly 
escalating food prices starting 
3 to 4 years ago were a major 
factor. The evidence indicates 
interest in home fruit and 
vegetable gardening may be 
here to stay and is not a short 
run phenomena.
